BYU’s  basketball  team  hopes 
to  scramble  the  Western  Athletic 
L Conference  standings  this  week- 
ip  end  as  front-running  New  Mexico 
l»  and  Wyoming  storm  into  the 
f||l  'Smith  Fieldhouse. 

' With  a little  cooperation  from 


the  University  of  Utah,  who  al- 
ternates as  host  to  the  visiting 
teams,  the  WAC  race  could  be 
right  back  within  reach  of  Coach 
Stan  Watts’  squad. 

Tonight’s  game  against  New 
Mexico  begins  at  8 p.m.  as  does 
tomorrow’s  encounter  with  Wyom- 
ing. 


The  Lobos  are  riding  high  in 
the  national  polls  with  a fifth 
place  ranking  and  have  a 18-1 
record  to  back  that  ranking  up. 
Wyoming  is  rated  18th  nationally 
and  sports  a 15-5  record. 

HOME  ADVANTAGE 

BYU  has  the  best  record  at 
home  of  any  WAC  team  to  date. 
Since  the  conference’s  beginning 
in  1962,  the  Cougars  are  25-2 
against  conference  foes  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Last  loss  to  a league  opponent 
at  home  was  to  New  Mexico  in 
1964  ( 57-59).  But  BYU  has  an  over- 
all 26-8  win  advantage  over  the 
Lobos. 

Coach  Bob  King  of  New  Mexico 
isn’t  concerned  about  past  records 
this  season,  however. 

‘Tn  the  past  the  road  series 
records  and  that  other  stuff  may 
have  bothered  us,  but  with  this 
group  I don’t  think  it  will  make 
much  difference,”  Coach  King 
said. 

In  this  statement  King  was  re- 
ferring to  the  series  records  which 
shows  the  Lobos  have  never  de- 
feated Utah  in  Salt  Lake  City 
since  the  WAC  started  and  have 
dropped  BYU  only  once. 

WYOMING  CAUTIOUS 

Wyoming  knows  there  is  a lot 
at  stake  in  this  weekend's  games. 
The  Cowboys  are  3-2  in  confer- 
ence play  (New  Mexico  is  4-1  and 
Utah,  3-2)  and  have  suffered  a 
famine  for  winning  in  Utah  as 
has  New  Mexico.

y Supreme  Court 
Heurs  Truffk  Cuse

ASBYU  Supreme  Court  met 
last  evening  for  the  first  time 
of  the  semester.  The  impressive 
Justices  wore  black  flowing 
robes  as  they  heard  the  case 
of  Berrett  vs.  BYU. 

Brooks  Berrett  appealed  his 
case  from  the  Traffic  Court  when 
he  believed  that  the  officer,  who 
cited  him  for  failure  to  yield 
to  a pedestrian,  was  wrong. 

Defense  Attorney  Ross  Boundy 
made  the  appeal  on  the  grounds 
Berrett  did  not  have  sufficient 
time  to  stop  for  two  pedestrians 
in  the  Y-Center  crosswalk. 

WITNESSES 

Two  witnesses  were  sworn  in. 
Berrett  said  the  car  in  front  of 
him  did  not  stop,  but  later  re- 
versed his  testimony  and  said 
the  car  was  indeed  stopped.  The 
prosecution  contended  that  by 
statement  Berrett  admitted  his 
own  guilt. 

Officer  Klein  of  BYU  Security 
testified  that  the  lighting  in  the 
crosswalk  at  the  time  of  the  tic- 
ket was  very  bad.  The  officer 
noted  however,  that  this  was  not 
a distinguishing  factor  in  whether 
or  not  Berrett  was  guilty. 

The  officer  said  he  wanted  to 
bring  the  lighting  problem  up  so 
that  BYU  would  put  up  a street 
light.  The  validity  of  the  lighting 
problem  was  not  a deciding  fac- 
tor. 

DECISION 

The  Court  Clerk  gave  the  deci- 
sion on  Berrett  vs.  BYU  as  a 
unanimous  decision  that  insuffici- 
ent evidence  was  given  by  the  pro- 
secution. The  prosecution  did  not 
establish  the  whereabouts  of  the 


pedestrians,  a necessary  fact  to 
find  Berrett  guilty. 

Berrett  was  found  not  guilty 
of  the  violation  of  failure  to 
yield  to  a pedestrian. 

His  decision  sets  one  of  many 
precedents  to  be  set  this  year. 
The  decision  will  mean  the  pro- 
secution will  have  to  do  a little 
more  footwork  in  trying  to  find 
an  appellant  guilty. 

ANOTHER  PRECEDENT 

Another  precedent  set  tliis 
year  was  that  a BYU  Security 
Officer  must  fill  out  the  ticket 
correctly.  If  the  date,  narhe, 
student  body  number,  etc.  is 
wrong,  the  Defendant  has  le^al 
grounds  to  appeal  his  case. 

BYU  must  provide  enough  traf- 
fic booklets  so  that. each  student 
driver  will  have  access  to  one. 
If  a student  does  not  receive  or 
have  access  to  one  of  these  rule 
booklets,  he  can  make  a com- 
plaint. 

Each  Court  session  is  opened 
with  prayer.  Then  all  remain 
standing  while  the  Pledge  of  Al- 
legionce  is  recited.  Chief  Justice 
Clyde  Louk.  then  calls  the  Court 
to  order  and  the  people  are 
seated. 

The  ASBYU  Supreme  Court 
meets  every  Thursday.  Any  stu- 
dents interested  are  invited  to 
attend.

In  Court 


A BYU  Security  officer  testified 
in  Provo  City  Court  Thursday  that 
he  acted  as  an  undercover  agent 
at  the  time  of  a narcotics  raid 
Jan.  25  in  which  seven  persons 
were  arrested. 

James  Wilson  Medina  revealed 
his  part  in  the  raid  during  a six- 
hour  preliminary  court  hearing 
for  six  of  the  suspects. 

Medina  told  the  court  he  was 
present  when  a package  contain- 
ing some  six  ounces  of  a sub- 
.stance  he  belived  was  marijuana 
was  opened  at  a local  apartment. 

Medina  said  he  informed  BYU 
and  Provo  police  officers  of  the 
sustance  via  a one-way  transmit- 
ter. Officers  arrested  seven  per- 
sons at  the  apartment  at  256  North 
500’  West. 

At  the  end  of  the  day’s  hearings. 
Judge  J.  Gordon  Knudsen  provi- 
sionally denied  a motion  by  de- 
fense attorneys  Leon  Frazier  and 


Dallas  Young,  Jr.,  to  dismiss  Medi- 
na’s testimony  because  they  con- 
sidered it  an  entrapment. 

He  took  under  advisement  a de- 
fense motion  to  dismiss  evidence 
presented  because  it  was  illegally 
obtained. 

Also  during  the  day’s  hearing, 
state  chemist  M.  Elmer  Christen- 
sen appeared  and  said  two  sam- 
ples presented  him  for  analysis 
contained  marijuana. 

Medina,  who  is  presently  a full- 
time BYU  student  and  a part-time 
employee  of  the  school’s  security 
police,  testified  that  $60  worth  of 
marijuana  was  apparently  pres- 
ent at  the  home  of  one  of  the  de- 
fendants when  police  appeared. 

Earlier,  police  spokesmen  had 
said  the  amount  recovered  was 
the  largest  single  amount  ever 
seized  in  Provo.

can Youth. 

The  convention,  which  includes 
a full  slate  of  activities,  will  be 
kicked  off  by  Dr.  Earl  C.  Crock- 
ett, BYU  Vice-President  of  Aca- 
demics. Also  to  address  the  dele- 
gates is  Dr.  Darrell  Moses, 
chairman  of  Academic  Standards 
of  BYU. 

DISCUSSIONS 

Following  an  address  by  Grant 
Richards,  vice-president  of  Stu- 
dent Academics,  the  delegates 
will  be  divided  into  small  dis- 
cussion groups.

Senator  Frank  E.  Moss,  D-Utah, 
announced  today  he  plans  to  sub- 
mit an  amendment  to  the  proposed 
travel  tax  program. 

It  will  exclude  all  duly  called 
missionaries  from  paying  tax  on 
either  their  living  expenses  or  tra- 
vel costs. 

The  travel  tax  was  proposed  by 
Secretary  Henry  H.  Fowler  and  is 
now  before  the  House  Ways  and 
Means  Committee.  It  would  apply 
to  all  travelers  except  those  in  the 
Western  Hemisphere.  Senator  Moss 
said  he  would  offer  his  amendment 
when  a bill  is  drafted  and  intro- 
duced in  the  Senate. 

He  pointed  out  that  those  persons 
traveling  abroad  and  spending  less 
than  $7  per  day  are  already  ex- 
cluded from  the  tax. 

“Normally,  L D S missionaries 
spend  less  than  the  $7  per  day,  but 
I want  to  be  certain  all  are  ex- 
cluded from  this  tax,”  the  Senator 
said.  “One  might  be  in  a high  cost 
area  or  be  called  upon  to  travel 
a lot  and  his  costs  could  go  over  the 
$7  limit.” 

The  Senator  said  his  amendment 
would  exclude  from  the  tax  all 
travel  costs  incurred  by  the  mis- 
sionaries during  their  travel. 

The  exemption  from  tax  would 
apply  to  all  bona  fide  religious  mis- 
sionaries regardless  of  faith  or  de- 
nomination called  to  a specific  mis- 
sion or  area  of  labor.

Thompson,  20,  a U.S.  Navy  hospital 
corpsman  from  Beaumont,  Calif. 

He  was  talking  to  a young  Marine 
corporal  from  San  Diego,  comfort- 
ing him  with  words  and  trying  to 
keep  the  flies  out  of  the  man’s  pale 
almost  white,  face. 

The  California  Marine  lay  there 
on  a stretcher.  His  breathing  was 
irregular.  Dextrose  dripped  into 
his  body  from  two  bottles  con- 
nected to  clear  plastic  tubes  run- 
ning into  each  forearm. 

The  wounded  man  nodded  with 
gratitude  as  Corpsman  Thompson 
did  what  little  he  could  to  help  the 
Marine. 

The  corpsman  and  the  corporal 
had  been  buddies  ever  since  last 
July  when  they  met  dov/n  at  Da! 


Nang  and  became  friendly  as  Cal- 
ifornians do  when  they  cross  paths 
in  strange  places. 

Thompson’s  hometown  — Beau- 
j mont  — is  about  80  miles  northeast 
1 of  San  Diego  up  in  the  high  cherry- 
growing country  near  San  Gorgonio 
] Pass. 

I The  two  men  found  themselves 
fighting  side  by  side— Thompson  as 
a corpsman— a kind  of  combat 
“doctor”  on  the  battle  lines  whoi 
treats  the  wounded— and  the  corpor- 
al as  a forward  artillery  observer. 

The  job  of  the  forward  artillery 
observer  is  one  of  the  most  hazard-  • 
ous  under  fire.  He  goes  up  front, 
near  enemy  lines  and  sometimes 
out  in  the  open,  and  watches  as 
Marine  artillery  crews  zero-in  on  i 
a target.  Using  a radio,  he  tells 
the  gunners  how  far  off  their  shells  | 
are  and  what  adjustments  must  be  | 
made  to  hit  the  target. 


The  corporal  was  a brave  Mar- 
ine.
